AN AWFUL PLUNOB.

rktLADgLrana, Bept. 17.— Aa a result of 
the movement upon the part of Chief 
Magistrates of the thirteen original States, 
seven Governor* of as many Common- 
wealths met here to-day to arrange for a 
fitting obaorvanco of the Centennial annl- 
Toraary of the promulgation of the Consti- 
tution of the United Ktntea. Thia centen- 
ary will occur on September 17, IW. 
Tho following Governors were present : Pat- 
ti»on. Pennsylvania; Lee, Virginia; Lloyd, 
Maryland; Stockley, Delaware; Wetmore, 
stood! Island; McDaniel, Georgia, and Shep- 
panl. of South Carolina. New-York was rep- 
resented by Lieutenant -GoTernor Jonea, 
N«W Jersey by a committee of the State 
legislature, and Connecticut by ex- 
Govenior Uigelow. At the Conti- 
nental Hotel Governor Pattison de- 
livered a brief address of welcome. The 
party then divided into pairs and visited 
the ..Id State Houae, and in the room where 
the Iieclaration of Independence waa 
sifcue.l. under n canopy of tbo national 
colors, listened to an address of welcome 
by Mayor Smith. Carpenter's Hall, the old 
ball where in 1774 the flrat Colonial Con- 
gress met, was then visited. letters 
wero read from the Governors of 
North t'arollna. New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts regretting their inability to 
attend, but assuring toe Governor* that 
tbey were in sympathy with the move- 
ment. A iiermanent organisation was ef- 
fected w ith Governor lee, of Virginia, as 
Cbnlrnian. and H. L. Canon as Secretary. 
A Committee consisting of tho Governor* 
of Pennsvlvania. Delaware, Ithode Island, 
Mnrvland and Georgia, wero appointed to 
prepare a plan of celebration. 



ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION. 

The Prime Minister of Itoiimanla Fired at 
Hal Another Itreelrea the llullet. 

BrriiAHr.sT, Sept. 17.— M. Bratiano, Rou- 
manian Prime Miniator, was *hot at last 
oTcnlug by an assassin. Ho porecived the 
man's intoution in timo to spring out of 
the path of bis aim. The bullet struck M. 
Robeaco, a mender of the Chamber of 
Deputies, and wounded him. The assassin 
wa* arrested and locked up. He confeasod 
that for political reaaons be intended to 
kill M. Bratiano. The weapon used was a 
pistol. The attempt to assassinate M. Bra- 
tiano has produced great excitement 
nmong the people. A crowd surrouuded 
the building occupied by the only news- 
paper here which haa been opposing the 
Prime Minister, blnmed the editor for in- 
flaming the hostile feeling against biiu.and 
smashed all tho furniture and fittings be- 
longing to the coiu-ern, aaragely attacked 
ana w-oiinded two members of the staff aud 
were proceeding to destroy the edifice when 
the police liecauie masters of the situation 
and dlsper-od tbo mob. This morning a 
I ir. o . iimd was assembled at tbo police 
station, where the man who attempted to 
assassinate Premier Bratiano wa* locked 
up. prepared to seine him when the polico 
attempted to take bim to court for arraign- 
ment and lynch him. The authorities bad. 
bowoTer. taken all necessary precautions, 
and wero enabled to disperse the crowd 
and protect the prisoner. 

Starving Negro'a Fiendish Expedient. 

Boston. Sept. 17 -While walking through 
tbo Public Garden this afternoon Sylvester 
Fletcher (colored) picked up a »tono and 
walking up to a baby carriage in which a 
six-months old child of Win.

Uvos of an interest so Important anil valuable 
as that wnioh the farmers and agriculturists 
of the country have In charge. The relation 
of this Interest to tho wolfaro and prosperity 
of our land is so intimate that Ita proper and 
legitimate care and protection Is, in my opin- 
ion, a patrlotleaiity.

"Whereas, Tho agricultural interests and 
welfare of this country are the property of 
Induatrlous citizens and are of tho Drat Im- 
portance, agricultural legislation, or legis- 
lation designed to promote and protect the 
conditions of airricu.turisu and shield agri- 
cultural Industries, and provont tho Injuries 
and depressing Influences resulting from the 
Inniwls of fraud, i* and always will be desir- 
able. Therefore, be It 

"itesoltvd, Thst to maintain and retain what 
has been secured to the farmers in the past, 
and to secure what may be desirable in the 
future, this c nventlon, representing s.Uuo.ooo 
farmers In this country In the tutorest of 
pure legislation, tbo prosperity of tho conn- 
try and the welfare of the farmer, urges for 
the best consideration of the farmers and 
people at large or the country that no man 
should be elected to Congress who by hia past 
record and present reputation Isnntajionlstlo 
to tho prosperity of tbo great industries of 
the country. And bo It further 

"Aewilred, That wo, the farmers of tho 
t'nlted States In convention assembled, duly 
recoKnlie tho earnest. Intelligent and effec- 
tive labor of our friends Iu Congress In socur- 
lujr tho paseagonf the oleomargarine bill, and 
that It Is the sense of this convention that 
such friends are entitled to and deserve the 
unqualified Bupport of tho farmers, regard- 
less of party lines or affiliations.

"Iletnlrtri, That the Immense Interests of 
agriculture demand a Sccrotary of Agricul- 
ture, with the right and privilege of a Cabi- 
net Minister." 

Mr. Burroughs, President of tho -New Jersey 
State Board of Asrlculturc.offcrcd the follow- 
ing, which was adopted : 

"Rewtved, That we hereby call 'upon the 
Conaress of tho t'nlted States to so revise the 
tarlfT inns of tho country as to protect tho 
auricultur.il Industries of the country by Im- 
posing such duties tor tho cereal Bnd dairy 
product as to curtail. If not entirely stop for- 
oign competition Iu thesu produots." 

The committee then offered tho following; 
additional resolutions, which were adopted; 

"Kmouv-d, In view of the Injury dono to the 
wool-groa-lng Industry of the country by the 
reduction of 10 percent, ad valorem duty In 
1K83, the effect has been a depression of f 1S7,- 
noo.iOO In this product, and thatlndustry Is no 
longer remunerative; therefore, 

"Resofred, That the earnest attention of 
Congress Is hereby directed by this conven- 
tion. nnd thejre-onactmontof the duty charged 
previous to 18KI Is recommended as a Just 
protection to the agricultural pursuit of 
wool growing. 

"Resolved, Thst the policy of President 
Cleveland and Mr. Lamar, Secretary of the 
Interior, through band Commissioner Sparks. 
In checking Innd-grubblng- and preventing 
spoliation upon our publlclands, snd preserv- 
ing them as an Inheritance to our children, 
meets the approbation and hearty approval 
of this convention." 

Mr. Seymour, of New York, offered the fob 
lowing, which wss adopted: 

"WHr.nEAR.The unsettled condition of labor 
in this country affects the agricultural Inter- 
est*, therefore be It 

"RMiilcMl.Thnt this convention sympathize* 
with the workmen In all lawful and honor- 
able effort* to better tbolr condition." 

Adjourned till to-morrow 

Philadelphia. Sept. le.— At to-day's ses- 
sion a aeries of resolutions wero passed, 
again slating the peculiar fitness In appeal- 
ing to Congress for such legislation as will at 
least protect them from ihc necessity of com- 
peting with food products which aro fraudu- 
lently manufactured and sold to tb* detri- 
ment of tho morals and health of tho people;

CHOLERA "INCREASING. 




It Is Spreading Through Austria— Return* 
from Japan and Corea. 

Lo.nuon, Sept. 10.— Cholera is gaining 
ground in Austria. It is wor»t-at Lie, a 
village near Agram. ill tho 000 inhab- 
itants of tho village ninety have been 
stricken and twenty eight of them died al- 
most immediately.

Tbe villagers are too 
frightened to help one another. 

During the twenty-four hours ending at 
midnight Tuesday there were Hi new cases 
and 6 deaths at Trieste .ni l 0 new cases 
and 2 deaths at I'usth. Turkey ha* es- 
tablished a live days' quarantine against 
all arrivals from Danube ports because of 
theexistenco of cholera at Uuda-Pestu.

Au Important nnd II glily Nnppar'lng and 
Htrrngtllenlng r'nrin nf I - . I 

That making and selling fruit pre- 
serves of all kinds is to be n great in- 
dustry in this country is beyond ques- 
tion. Very few have any idea of the 
traffic in sweet fru Is, as well as tho 
common driod ones. England alone 
b n p ortl nearly or quite three million 
pounds sterling in value of sugared 
fruits and preserves from the south of 
Europe, annually, and this country is 
not behind in proportion to its si/e. 
Our common people use far moro cur- 
rnnts, raisins and preserves than the 
same class In England. 

Wi ll to-do families in N'cw York and 
tho West are falling into tho habit of 
keeping a handsomo glass or silver dish 
of confections and s igared or glace 
fruits on a side table whore puoplu eau 
help themselves to a sweetmeat "when 
so disposed. 1 ' Incessant nibbling at 
good things is ruinous to health, but 
when exercise or business have used up 
the fuel of the syetuin more rapidly I linn 
usual, a bonbon may be very profitably 
enjoyed. 

In all South American houses of the 
loast pretension, thu cut glass and fili- 
basket of "dulices" is as much part of 
the drawing-room onler as flower-vases 
with us, and swe 'Ut are eaten with a 
froodom unknown at the North. Crys- 
talized fruits appear at every meal, as 
regularly as thu castor und salt cellar, 
and this uso of sugared confections uti- 
dottbtedly has muoh to do with tho bet- 
ter endurance of heat. 

Sugar ami fruits in hot countries an I 
hot nvathor support thcsvsteinas meat 
and fat foods do in cold climates. The 
French troops in Algiers learn this by 
experience, and depend on sugared 
sirups to prevent sunstroke and psral- 
vsis on hot desert marches. Keen 
oriental traveler of experience knows 
t hat sweet dates and honeyed cons >r\ es. 
or grape juice mingled W:th sugar, as 
the Turks love it, keep up tho itrength, 
and fortify tho nerves against proslra- 
Hon by heat better than any phosphate 
or medicine. 

Men at work on a Wisconsin harvest 
field, when the heat is one hundred 
degrees in the shade for days toget her. 
will hardly feel discomfort if kept up 
by free draughts of tho delicious, rc- 
freshing grapo-sirup a few farmers' 
wives know the secret of— the principal 
thing n northern grape is good for. 
Our grandfathers knew this principle 
far enough to send huge jugs of 
■•switcher' to tho hot hay-field; n drink 
of vinegar, ginger, molasses and water, 
which was a substitute for fruit sirup. 

Ilarburry sirup is a sovereign pre- 
scription for consumptives of a scrofu- 
lous turn, taken by the gill, throe « 
four times a day. Peach preserves with 
the flavor of the fruit and atones in 
them can be eaton by persons of poor 
digestion who could hardly digest com 
mon yeast bread, and peach preserve, 
made as it should be, is far better for 
the health than the common canned 
peach, slightly green and rancous from 
iu keeping. Apple-butter and eider 
apple-sauce are good substitutes for 
potatoes iu working diet, and could be 
eaten at two of tho three muals a day 
with benefit in season. Preserves art 
not a more lugcio is luxury; they iiti 
I an important and highly t.upportinjj 
j forruol tewi»»W*l <*.r»jw»»e-i. 



TOBACC O IN FRANCE. 

QaaaUU** or the W«-ed Consumed la Vari- 
ous Kuropean Countries, 
Some interesting particulars are pub- 
lished by M Paul I^croy-Bcaulieu with 
regard to tho manufacture and con- 
sumption of tobacco in France. Ho 
quotes official figures, which show that 
while the quantity of tobacco grown in 
F'ranee itself was about 19,200 tons in 
1850, it has been gradually increasing 
until it is now nearly double that quan- 
tity, while the revenue which thu state 
derives from it has increased from X'-'l,- 
A5A.O00 to nearly £13.000,000. In other 
words, whilo the quantity of tobnoco 
grown has only doubled, the profits of 
the state, or in other words, of the 
manufacturer*, have nearly quadrupled. 
The groat Increase in profit is explained 
by M. Paul Leroy-Uoaulieu upon the 
ground that the expense of manufactur- 
ing an additional quantity of tobaooo 
19 not any thing like that of the In -t 
establishment nf plant and material, 
The cultivation and manufacture of to- 
bacco has been a Government monopoly 
►itice 1671, and, with the exception of a 
brief interval during the revolution, has 
remained so cvor since. In this connec- 
tion M. Paul 1/eroy-Beaulieu given the 
following figure* showing the oualitity 
of tobacco consumed in the different 
countries of Kuropc, and the rale per 
100 inhabitants is. according to him, as 
follows: Spain 110 pounds. Italy 128 
pounds, lireat Britain, 1S8 pounds, 
Russia 182 pounds, Hungary 807 pounds, 
Fiance '.'III pounds, Denmaik 
pounds. Norway pound*, Austria 
Mi pounds, (ier'niany 836 pounds, Hol- 
land 418 poinds and Belgium 

pounds, in other words, while in 
Spain little more than one pound per 
head Is consumed, nearly double tiiat 
quantity is consumed in France, three 
times as much in Germany, four times 
a* much in Holland and tune- as 
much in Belgium.— Ecotwmitt fran- 
can.

He sketch- 
ed the Madonna surrounded by angel 
heaiU, with Ihe green curtains drawn 
back on both sides. St. SistsM knelt 
down iu adoration, his tiara resting on 
the altar ledge. St. Barbara OONmed 
the other side of the painting The 
picture was complete, the vision »a-s 
there and the requirement of the trrtler 

fulfilled.

The pamph- 
let also protest* against ice water as a 
provocative of catarrh iu the stomach, 
it further says: "Water should bo 
drank cool, but not iced, with the juice 
of a quarter or half a lemon in It. 
Mineral water should also be drank 
with a dash of lemon. Water should 
always bo swallowed slowly. It is not 
the stomach which is dry, but tbe mouth 
and throat. If you toss off a drink <d 
w ater \ ou throw'it through your mouth 
into your stomach, without doing the 
former anv good, while you injure the 
latter by loading it with what il does 
not require. Drink slowly, and keep 
Ihe w alcr in your mouth for a moment 
when yon begin. It yOO work in a hot 
room in hoi sreaiher ilea damp doth 

around your temples, nnd you will not 
experience ha f the craving for drink 
you otherwise would." • S. )'.
